Shultz stands by

WASHINGTON - Secretary of 
State George Shultz sent a clear-

“There is no doubt that we live 
now in the world of the missile," he 
said.

at his garbage truck, was convicted 
of manslaughter and given a six- 
month sentence, during which he 
was required to carry out volunteer 
work. What, Oz asked. if the rock 
throwing had been on the Ramot 
road (a site of frequent Sabbath 
rock throwing by ultra-Orthodox 
Jews at passing vehicles), or that of 
a neighbour's boy who had broken a 
window? 

Tt was an address studded with 
irony, not the least of which being 
that he spoke to the largely Ameri- 
can audience in Hebrew.

Perhaps, he remarked bitterly, 
the Ten Commandments should 
have specified that they applied only 
within the Green Line, or that they 
were valid only concerning ἃ person 
bom of a Jewish mother or one who 
was converted according to 
Halacha. 

Referring to ἃ comment by Se- 
phardi Chief Rabbi Mordechai 
Eliahu that we had raised up the 
Arabs from the dunghil! and they 
were nograteful, Oz asked what the 
reaction would have been if a Cath- 
olic cardinal in the U.S. had said 
such a thing about the Jews. 

Speaking of the Present apportn- 
nity for peace, which Peres had ear- 
lier referred to as unique, Oz said 


that what we might achieve now is 
something that we might have 
achieved 10 or 15 years ago. As for 
the Palestinians, they would be get- 
ting only a past of what they could 
have achieved earlier, because of 
their “extremism and wickedness.” 

Indeed, he expressed his amaze- 
ment at the way Israeli moderates 
could “fall into the arms of Arab 
Kahanists.” but he added that it was 
not a question of whom we could 
blame, but how we could live. 

He was not speaking of political 
issues, he said, but of Judaism and 
the human visage, a question not of 
who or what the Palestinians are, 
but of who we are. We should not be 
asking why the world, which allows 
an Assad or a Gaddafi commit mass 
murder, does sot let us get away 
with one little atrocity, he said. 

Aad for those who complain 
about writers’ exposing Israel's mis- 
deeds to the news media, there were 
precedents, Oz said.

“We must not forget that many of 
the worst Nazi hangmen were Aus- 
trans,” Waldheim said in a tele- 
vised speech. “There were Austri- 
ans who were victims and others 
who were perpetrators.” 

Waldheim’ finally admitted two 
years ago that in World War Π he 
had served in a German army unit 
implicated in wartime atrocities. but 
has consistently resisted pressure to

guilt” for the war crimes committed 
by Austrians, Waldheim declared. 
“Nevertheless, as head of state of 
the Republic of Austria. I wish to 
apologize for Nazi crimes commit- 
ted by Austrians.” 

Tt was the first tine that Wald- 
heim bas used such language in pub- 
lic to acknowledge Austria's share in 
World War Π and in the Holocaust. 

But he insisted that “as a state, 
Austria was Hitler's’ first victim. 
That is indisputable.” German

Saudi Arabia and Tunisia back 
PLO seat at peace conference 


RIYADH - Saudi Arabia and Tu- 
nisia yesterday insisted that the PLO 
be given a seat at a proposed inter- 
national peace conference on the 
Middle East. 

The demand was made in a joint 
communiqué issued on the occasion 
of the four-day visit of Tunisian 
President Zine el-Abidine Ben Ali, 
and followed talks be held with King 
Fahd. 

The demand indicated that the 
influential Saudi leadership does not 
back any Middle East peace propos- 
al that envisages Palestinians out- 
side the PLO representing their peo- 
ple at any peace talks. The PLO 
leadership has been criticizing the 
proposals, which reportedly do not 


give it a role. 

Tunisian Foreign Minister Mah- 
mud Mestiri is scheduled to visit 
Washington later this month. where 
he is expected to further outline the 
Saudi and Arab positions. diplomat- 
ic sources said. 

In Tunis. PLO chairman Yasser 
Arafat has suggested that an Arab 
League summit be held during the 
first week of April to discuss. the 
situation in the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip, the Palestinian news agency 
Wafa reported yesterday. Arafat 
made the suggestion during talks on 
Wednesday “with senior Algerian 
Foreign Ministry official Moham- 
med al-Kadri, Wafa said.

Iraq fires 50th missile into Teheran

NICOSIA (AP) — Iraq fired its 50th 
missile into Teheran in 11 days yes- 
terday’and then President Saddam 
Hussein offered to halt the so-called

But he wamed in a Baghdad Ra- 
dio broadcast, monitored in Nico- 
sia, that lraq will go on pounding 
Tranian cities if lran continues to hit 
population centres, Jaunches ground 
Offensives or attacks “any Arab 
city.”” 

The statement followed a joint 
meeting in Baghdad of the ruling 
Revolutionary Command Council 
and the regional command of the 
Arab Ba’ath Socialist Party at which 
Saddam presided. It said the Iraqi 
bombardment of Teberan and other 
cities would halt at 4 p.m. today if 
the Lranians stop firing. 

The statement charged that Teh- 
ran triggered the latest spasm in the 
“war of the cities,” which has flared 
intermittently since 1985, by hitting 
Baghdad with two missiles Feb.29. 


“So the last bombardment should 
be Iraq's before the cease-fire goes 
into effect,” Baghdad said. 

There was no immediate response 
from Teheran, which bas appealed 
to the UN and other world bodies to 
force Iraq to halt the bombardment. 
Hundreds of civilians on both sides 
have been killed or wounded in the 
mnissile duel, the first time Teheran 
has been hit by such weapons since 
the Gulf war broke out in Septem- 
ber 1980. 

The Iraqis have fired 56 missiles 
at Teheran and other Iranian cen- 
tres since then. Iran has retaliated 
with 25 missiles on Baghdad and 
other cities. More than 30 cities on 
both sides have been hit by air raids 
and artillery barrages in that period. 

“If the enemy Iranian regime at- 
tacks any of our cities with missiles. 
lanes or artillery in retaliation 
for the last Lraqi bombardment. we 
will continue attacking and teach the 
tulers of Teheran the appropriate 
lessons,” the Iraqi command 
wamed.

Q. The Shultz proposal includes an international 
conference which is different than that envisaged 
by the Soviets. The same proposal was put on the 
Israeli table - not by the U.S -- in April, 1987. And 
there are those who say that that proposal was 
better for Israel than the package deal now offered 
by the Americans. 


A. Then it was ἃ bad proposal and today it is a 
bad proposal. There is no difference regarding the 
results. { object to the very convening of an interna- 
tional conference as a basis for negotiations. It is 
fraught with dangers and from this point of view 
there is no difference between this proposal and the 
previous one. 


Q. Most of the counties of the world support an 
international conference of one kind or the other, 
together with half of the national unity govern- 
ment. You and your party are oukrcnitta te the 
whole world on this matter. Don't you have doubts 
about your position? 


A. Of course, I take this special situation into 
account. But it gives me even more reason, when I 
am convinced that these proposals harbour grave 
dangers for the future of Freel, Tt obligates me to 
resist them with all my power. 

And my power to resist is very great. There will 
be no international conference without us. So it is 
my duty to oppose it. It’s true that up until a while 
ago, the U.S. stood by our side on this matter. And 
they explained their opposition very candidly. We 
knew what the motives of those who support the 
international conference and this knowledge forti- 
fied our opposition. 

Today, the change in the U.S. attitude came with 
no explanation. It’s like you said in your question — 
the whole world wanis it. That might be a good 
reason for the U.S. - when it pertains to Israel’s 


interests. But for Israel this reason is not sufficient. - 


I believe that it will also harm the interests of the 
U.S., but to a degree which the U.S. can withstand. 
For us, it a much more serious matter, and this is 
the difference between our situation and that of the 
U.S., and this is the justification for the differences 
in our positions. 


Q. Another element which yor object to is the 
timetable and sequence of the talks on the final 
status. Is the gulf between your position and the 
proposal as great on this matter as it is on the 
international conference? 
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A. There are serious differences of opinion, but 
we will discuss it. I have already explained my 
position. There are other reasons to be added. 


Q. Do you see any positive elements in the 
American proposals? 


A. On the positive side, they tried to walk in the 
footsteps of Camp David. But the trouble is that 
they very much deviated from what was agreed at 
Camp David. They emptied the agreement of the 
components which assist Israel. 

We still do not know the reaction of the Arab 
side to the proposals. The Jordanians, for example, 
object to this whole matter of the so-called interim 
settlement. 


Q. You are bringing your own proposals to the 

U.S. Is there anything new in them, and do you 
ce that there is any chance that the U.S. will 
discuss them? 


A. I am obligated to convey our positions. T have 
very practical proposals on the way to proceed in 
order to settle the differences between us and the 
Arab countries. It is my duty to present them to the 
U.S., if only to contradict the word of our detrac- 
tors that we only say no, and to prove to them that 
we are interested in making and achieving peace. 
In my opinion ovr proposals are more practical, 
more effective, than those which we are consider- 
ing today.

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HOTEL MANAGER Robert 
Aschwanden is no stranger to disas-. 
ter. In a globe-trotting career, his 
various hostelries bave been .de~ 
stroyed by hurricanes. wrecked in 
revolutions and torn apart by 
typhoons. 

He came to Jerusalem a year ago, 
he said somewhat naively, to enjay 2 
little peace and quiet. Instead he 
found himself at the centre of an 
upt:sing that has turned his new es- 
tablishment into a virtual legend 
among the international press re- 
cording the happenings in-the 
territories. 

“T hate the violence and the kill- 
ing, but | must admit that it has not 
been bad for business.” said the 
Swiss hotelier as he watched zoom- 
lense laden photographers crowding 
the reception desk of the American 
Colony. 

What the Commodore was to Bei- 
rut, what the Europa was to Belfast 
and what the City Golf Club was to 
London, the Colony is to Jerusalem. 
“Everybody knows that this is the 
place to stay." said a reporter for 
one of the big agencies. “The word 
has spread and now it's like a 
magnet," 

Under its graceful arches and es- 
pecially within its dimly lit under-

ISRAEL'S CURRENT troubles in the occupied territories appear to 
bear a remarkable resemblance to France's experience in Algeria. 
Experts agree that, in fact, Israel and the Palestinians are re-enacting 
the tragic scenario that took place in Nortb Africa only 30 years ago. 

“Whatever our reasons for being in the territories, our behaviour 
there is that of a colonial power,” says Hebrew University historian, 
Prof. Michel Abitbol. “This is evident in the inequality of the two 
populations, the nature of the Jewish settlements. the division of 
labour. and many other factors.” 

“We are the last remnant of colonialism.” sgrees Hebrew University 
potitical science professor Ze'ev Stermbell. “But we entered this stage 
long after most of Europe had rid itself of colonialism. Instead of 
learning from the others" past mistakes, we have repeated them. 
Anyone who believes that in this day and age it is possible to rule over a 
hostile majority is ignoring the lessons of history, and this is a mistake 
which cannot be forgiven.” 

In his book. Anyone Here Been Ruped and Speaks English?, British 
reporter Edward Behr described the situation in Algeria in words 
which resonate here today: “The bustling prosperity and outward 
normality of Algiers surprised me... But things were very different in 
the Casbah. entirely segregated by a barbed-wire fence... Here para- 
troopers were very much in evidence... All cars were compelled to 
carry stickers showing the home district of their owners...” 

The historical circumstances are similar as well. the experts say. Like 
Palestine. settled by Jews under the slogan: “A land without a people 
for a people without a land,” Algeria was settled in the 19th century by 
Europeans who believed they were entering largely unpopulated terri- 
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The Algerian Equation - 


tory. These Europeans, known as pieds-noirs by the French colonial 
adrainistration, brought previously unimaginable prosperity to the 
land. Superior European medicine and the creation of an economic 
infrastructure led to an explosion of the Arab population, which had 
numbered only 1.5 million in the 1830s. A hundred years later, they 
outmumbered the 1 million pieds-noirs nine to one. 

The French believed that the introduction of a European standard of 
living and education would nullify the potential for Moslem national- 
ism. They failed to understand that the very exposure of the Arabs to 
Western concepts would give rise to a generation of well-educated 
nationalists who, unlike their parents, would reject colonialism 
outright. 

Lack of equality between the European and Moslem communities 
caused tension after World War II, but Moslem demands were treated 
with disdain by the French authorities and the pieds-noirs. The lack of 
French responsiveness to Moslem demands strengthened the hand of 
radica} nationalists and by the time the French became willing to 
compromise, Algeria would accept no less than full independence. 

Open rebellion, led by the Front de Liberation Nationale (FLN). 
broke out in 1954. Like the PLO, the FLN was divided into a terrorist . 


arm which attacked Moslem moderates as-well as French civilian and-.- -}-- 


military targets, and a political arm which consisted of a “government 
in exile” stationed in Tunis. By 1962 the ἘᾺΝ succeeded in forcing a 
French withdrawal from Algeria and a pied-noir exodus. The eight 
years of armed struggle presented France with almost every sovial and 
political dilemma faced by Israel today. Ἷ 


Dan Petreanu looks at the similarities 
between the French experience in Algeria 
and Israel’s experience in the territories 


The French Foreign Legion. a mostly non-French professional mis- 
sionary army, comprised the original French military presence in 
Algeria. but as the struggle intensified the French were forced to send 
in regular French troops. These conscripted citizens were unprepared 
to counter the barbaric brutality of the FLN, and consequently a rift 
developed between the troops and the professional army, which caused 
the failure of attempted coups by certain professional army elements in 
1958 and 1961. 

Extremist pieds-noirs. unsatisfied with the army's lackluster perfor- 
mance and fearful of French political capitulation to FLN demands. set 
up an underground called the Secret Army Organization (OAS), a 
mirror-image of the FLN which attempted to terrorize the Mosiem 
population into submission. The OAS can be seen. Abitbol believes. as 
a cacao! of the Jewish underground, exposed in the territories in 
1984. 

In France. the population was evenly divided on the question of how 
to respond to the FLN demands. The right wing. reluctant to abandon 
the nearly mystical notion of France as an imperial power. supported 
indefinite retention of Algeria. The left wing, composed of intellectu- 
als. artists. and political moderates, grew increasingly uncomfortable 
with the moral deterioration of the army and increasingly favoured 
concession. Fanned by press reports of army atrocities, world public 
opinion tumed against the French and France's standing in the UN 
deteriorated. The pieds-noirs’ demands for annexation of the territory 
were also countered by fear of the demographic result of absorbing 9 
taillion Arabs into the French Republic. 

The inability of the Fourth Republic’s governments to act decisively 
on the Algeria issue nearly ted to the collapse of democracy in France. 
Tronically. it was Charles de Gaulle, a rightist who assumed power in 
1958. who understood the inevitability of a French retreat and sur- 
io many of his supporters by granting Algeria independence in 
1962. 

The leaders of the FLN assumed contro} of Algeria, but the newborn 
nation entered a period of economic difficulty and political instability. 
The pieds-noirs fled en masse. and were mostly repatriated τὸ France 
with mixed success.

convince the government to work more quickly 
toward peace. 
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“IF YOU ask me,” says a local Labour activist,

“We 
took her to the grave and explained to her that Ja 
was inside. “When's she going to get out of there?"

Now we 
have to take her to abba’s grave. What are we going 
to tell her when she asks us this time? 

“Abba and Sivan were very close, and she loved 
him terribly, she wouldn't fet him go anywhere 
without her. Now I'm going to have to be the one 
that’s strong and tells her not tocry, but I'm scared 
that I'm going to cry myself. 

Victor Ram, a 39-year-old laser engineer at the 
nuclear plant, was the only man on autobus ha'ima- 
hot (the mothers’ bus), a special service of the 
facility for employees needing a later bus to work 
after getting their children off to school. Ram 
began using the service after he was widowed last 
summer. 

“Victor stayed on the bus to let as many mothers 
escape as possible,” recalls one of the hostages. 
“He helped them off, then later on the terrorists 
took him and executed him, just like that.” 

In a nearby pre-school, a teacher holds her head 
in her lap, trying to keep herself from trembling as 
she weeps. Mothers and older brothers have come 
for their three-year-olds, the room has been 
straightened and the floor washed, and all but one 
of the small drawers of drawings, one to each child, 
bas been emptied for the inspection of admiring 
parents and grandparents.

“YOU CAN go in,” the secretary said, pointing at 
Rabbi Eli Meiray’s office. 

I tried to tun the door-knob — but it was screwed 
in. I pushed the door forward — and nothing moved. 
Sideways -- and still nothing happpened. Then, 
from inside the room, the chairman of Emmanuei’s 
Jocal council pressed a button -- and the door 
opened. 

Meirav, whose long beard and curly earlocks 
belie his Kibbutz Beit Alfa past, said he had to stop 
people from barging in. “People see me in the 
mikve and then feel free to walk right in.” 

His office seemed somewhat unusual. There was 
only one file, placed on a high shelf, but row upon 
row of religious books. A picture of the Baba Sali 
was tacked to the wall behind him beside the secret 
button. - 

Our conversation touched on the three-month-old 
Palestinian uprising. and his comment seemd in- 
credible fur a representative of one of the biggest 
settlements in the West Bank. 

“If a prominent rabbi, such as the Lubavitcher or 
the Gerer Rebbe, were to come here and declare the 
creation of a Palestinian state to be ‘good for the 
Jews,” you wouldn’t find even one Orthodox per- 
son who would disagree!" 


IT WASN’T A political statement. It was a declara- 
tion of religious faith, and an indication that talk 
about national politics was futile. As far as politics 
a concemed, Eounanvel might be on another 
planet. 

People here live in “ἃ conceptual bubble,” 
spokesman Issachar Frankenthal concurred. 

The difference between Emmanuej and other 
West Bank settlements struck me the minute [ 
arrived at the partially-open electric gate. The 
guard who leaned forward to identify me had a 
long. xeying beard and long earlocks that blew in 


Emmanuel menfolk appear to be dresssed virtu- 
ally in uniform: the traditional black coat, black 
trousers, black shoes and white shirt. 

A powerful social pressure to conform seems to 
prevail. Thus, when I phoned one of the heads of 
the town council requesting an interview, the man 
told'me to call again in a day or two. He needed to 
check whether “the public” agreed to grant an 
interview. “ This is an ultra-Orthodox town. I don’t 
want to be exceptional,” he said. 

Women keep their heads covered even in their 
kitcbens. When their husbands are away and they 
let in a male visitor, a aa area 
door slightly open. 


THE DAY IN Emmanuel begins at 6 or 7 a.m., 
when the men fill the town's 12 synagogues for 
morning services. At 8 o'clock one realizes the high 
birthrate rate as the streets are filled with bordes of 
children on their way to school. 

Some 150 men attend the town's 11 kollelim -- 
yesbivas for married men -- and spend the day 
poring over Talmud tomes. Some are maintained 
by the Rebbe of Klausenberg. who pays $240 a 
month to every student at Mifal Hashas who learns 
70 pages of Talmud over that period. Wives’ earn- 
ings supplement the family budget allowing for a 
modest style of living. 

During most of the day the streeets are virtually 
empty as people work in the local council, kinder- 
gartens and schools, which are te for bays 
and girls. About half the men travel elsewhere to

OUR MEETING at Frankenthal’s bome ended

THE BOOK, Die Stadt ohne Juden 
(The City Without Jews), made sen- 
Sational reading in Vienna in the 
early Twenties. Written by a Jewish 
author, it was futurist fiction that 
nobody thought very realistic. Nev- 
ertheless, it became reality some 16 
later. 

A bestseller at the time, even in 
modern terms, Otto Bettauer’s 
‘book sold 250,000 copies. It simply 
described what Vienna would be 
like without its Jewish citizens in the 
arts, politics, economy, culture and 
journalism. He didn’t realize that 
his prophecy would never approach 
the grim reality of Austria’s Nazi 


years, 

Walking through the streets of Vi- 
enna today, in the districts where 
most of the city’s 180,000 Jews lived 
before Hitler, one cannot help but 
think of Bettauer’s book. 

In a way, Vienna today does have 
a Jewish complex. From the top ech- 
elons of government, down to local 
Officials, people attend any event 
that has some Jewish meaning. By 
trying to treat Vienna's fewer than 
10,000 Jews today ἴῃ ἃ civil manner, 
the Austrians are trying to make up 
for their past sins. 

But Vienna is a different town 
without its Jews and for someone 
who grew ap here in the late Twen- 
ties and early Thirties, it is often just 
ope big memorial of times past.

In the play, he escapes deporta- 
tion to Vienna, and from there to 
the camps -- in a campaign to make 
the village and the region Judenrein 
- only because he threatens to 
blackmail the mayor who de- 
nounced his own Nazi son shortly 
before the Anschluss. 

In the last scene. soon after the 
war is over, the mayor -- the epitome 
of the eternal Austrian survivor -- 
tells his friends who were all active 
Nazis when the going was good that 
now was the time to rebuild a new 
Austria. “After all, we all merely 
fulfilled our duty during these terri- 
ble years which are best be forgot- 
ten,” he concludes. 


The sarcastic message is not lost 
on the audience which has heard so 
much of the Pflichterfullung, doing 
one’s duty, during the two years of 
the ongoing Waldheim affair. 

The swastikas, which were paint- 
ed this week on the memorial monu- 
ment for the victims of the Nazi 
tulers — at the site where Vienna's 
Gestapo headquarters once. stood — 
are a stark reminder that not every- 
thing is well in the city of waltzes 
and Apfelstrudel.

So clues to and even succinct 
vignettes of everyday life are some- 
times found in the French words 
used to explain Hebrew and Arama- 
ic words for the meanings of which 
Jews have other sources, as well. 


MOSHE CATANE of Jerusalém is 
one of the world’s leading Rashi 
scholars, and has published a com- 
plete list of all the /a’azim (as Rashi 
calls his French and German expia- 
nation) in Rashi’s commentary on 
the Talmud. A member of the collo- 
quium's steering committee since its 
creation, he planned its content. ὦ 


Catane told The Post that no 
known original Rashi manuscript 
exists. Hence, Rashi scholarship 
bases itself on eight manuscripts that 
are regarded as “reliable in that 
they are presumed to have been 
written by people who copied from a 
Rashi original, or heard from people 
who in tum had heard from Rashi 
himself or seen his own writing. 


A Bar-llan University student 
who did ἃ doctorate comparing the 
standard Rashi text for the Talmud 
tractate Berakhot with the texts in 
these manuscripts found that the 
former differs by up to 50 per cent 
from the latter. Catane reported. 

This doctorate, Catane said, was 
part of the university's attempt to 
“reconstruct” Rashi’s Talmud com- 
mentary by computer analysis of 
those antique manuscripts. He esti- 
mated that the project would take 
about 30 years.

VISITING the Jerusalem campus 
of Hebrew Union College-The Jew- 
ish Institute of Religion (HUC- 
JER), which this week marks its 25th 
agniversary, the last thing one 
would expect to see is a group of 
five-year-olds dancing and singing. 
In fact, it is the first thing one is 
likely to see. 

‘The oursery school and kinder- 
garten is just one of the many pro- 
jects which the enlarged campus has 
taken on in the last year, activities 
that are a far cry from those under- 
taken when the first buildings were 
dedicated 25 years ago. 

Dr. Alfred Gottschalk, president 
of HUC and professor of Jewish 
thought, recalled this week that 
when the campus was dedicated in 
1963, the Jordanian soldiers of the 
Arab Legion watched the proceed- 
ings from the walls of the Old City. 
These same walls are now visibie 
from the roof of the cistern, one of 
the features which the late Nelson 
Glueck, founder of the saad 
campus, had insisted προ 

Glueck, who was ‘president of 
HUC, was also a noted archeologist 
and served, until 1947, as director of 
the American Schools of Oriental 
Research (now the Albright Insti~ 
tute) in East Jerusalem. After Isra- 
el's War of Independence he began 
excavations in Israel with the back- 
ing of the Smithsonian Institution. 

The original buildings in what was 
then a slum area, close to the bor- 
der, were erected as a centre for 
post-doctoral research in archeology 
and Judaics. According to Gott- 
schalk, Levi Eshkol, who was then 
prime minister, promised Glueck 
that one day, when the city was re- 
unified, the area would no longer be 
a slum. 

Local rabbis expressed shock that 
the school would also house a Re- 
form synagogue. Rabbi Uri Regev, 
acting dean of the Jerusalem school, 
points out that the language which 
local Orthodox rabbis adopted to 
oppose the establishment of the Je- 
rusalem school, and especially the

when we and the Arab states threaten each 
other with weapons of mass destniction. A 
strategy of mutual deterrence has little chance 
in our volatile atmosphere. Things have to 
Start moving in the direction of peace, or else 
that day will come. 

A.continuing confrontation with the Pales- 
tinians as a people will block any movement 
toward peace. It will ondermine the position 
of the pragmatists in the Arab states and 
strengthen the images of blood and fire on 
which their fundamentalists feed. The longer 
the confrontation goes on, therefore. the 
greater the threat to our security. It is a great- 
er threat than that of negotiations in bad faith. 


SECOND, now that the Palestinians are a 
legitimate people expressing ἃ national will, a 
continuing confrontation with them will rain 
us as human beings. We shall find ourselves in 
the position of saying to them without end, 
“You shall not be, in order that we may be.“ 
As long as we were fighting terrorists, the 
tightness of our fight seemed clear. But now, 
who have risen up are people like us. 


. and this is a people just as we are. 


The principle is basic: He who deprives 
another of the possibility of a meaningful life 
for the sake of his own physical well-being. 
himself becomes merely physical, and thus 
himself loses the possibility of a meaningful 
life. “If I am for myself alone, what am 1?” 

In order to maintain a good feeling about 
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oneself while denying others their human 

rights, one must sooner or later deny their 

Huse as well. We ourselves have suffered 
at. 

But there are two possible and opposite 
reactions to persecution. It can make one 
more sensitive to the plight of other, or it can 
engender rage. 

And if revenge is out of the question, the 
rage will not cease to seek an outlet. Power 
over others can provide it, From the moment 
in life when a Jew becomes conscious of his 
Jewish identity, he begins to grapple with both 
of these possibilities. 


THIS IS THE test question for the Jewish 
people in power: Which of the two possible 
reactions to persecution will prove dominant? 
The Palestinians are discovering the profit 
they can reap by provoking our rage. The 
ghosts of our oppressors show themselves to 
the world in our flesh. 

The question is, who are we to be? It is a 
question of our very survival. It is biblical in 
Style. as is every great tial: “See, I set before 
you this day life and good, death and evil.” 
(Deut. 30:15.) 

In the present circumstances, to choose life 
and good means to trust the untrustworthy. 
(There is the possibility that through our trust 
they may become trustworthy, but we must 
not depend on that.) We are asked 10 make a 
sacrifice and take a risk that are probably 
unique in modern history. 

The West Bank is not, after all, merely a 
security Zone; it is our biblical heartland. We 
are asked to give this up in exchange for a 
treaty that will be at least partly, perhaps 
wholly, insmcere. 

It is unpleasant to awaken, after all we have 
accomplished, and find ourselves in the posi- 
tion of having to risk so much on so little basis. 
But I see no other way to keep our lives and 
our humanity. 

Other countries hardly understand how 
much they are asking of us, nor will they 
understand the magnitude of the gesture. But 
our task remains what it has always been: to 
reverse the expected course of events, and not 
to choose death.

What institutions are best 
camipped to play this role? 
the current situation, olim are 
dependent on both the Agency and 
the government for basic services 
during their initial stay in the coun- 
try. The government and Agency 
Officials who provide these services 
may see themselves as benevolent 
emissaries of the Jewish people, but 
to the olim they are just bureau- 
ecrats. And where dependence is in- 
volved, there will always be resent- 
ment on the part of the client and 
defensiveness on the part of the 
Official. 


Thus neither the Agency nor the 
government is in a position to act as 
an advocate for the oleh. This is true 
today when they are separate bu- 
Yeaucracies, and it would be even 
more so were they to combine into a 
joint authority, as the Horev Com- 
mission suggested over 10 years ago. 
What public bureacuracy is interest- 
ed in stirring up its own clients to 
agitate against it? 

The only way around this difficul- 

. ty is for the Agency to stop provid- 
ing direct services to olim and to 
hand this responsibility over to the 
government. The Agency could 
then concentrate its efforts on 
strengthening immigrant associa- 
tions, encouraging Israeli voluntary 
organizations to help with absorp- 
tion, and providing ways for Diaspo- 
‘ra communities to become directly 
involved with absorption projects. 
Some Diaspora communities con- 


nected to the Agency have already 
expressed their interest in setting up 
a “Project Klita’ to follow in the 
footsteps of Project Renewal, in 
which Diaspora communities dis- 
covered that they could use their 
clout constructively on behalf of dis- 

yadvantaged neighbourhoods... 


« The Agency could therefore act as ἣ 


"a catalyst in creating a bloc of 
groups and institutions to speak for 
olim and stand uy ρ for their rights. 
The Agency could also provide sup- 
plementary funds for absorption 
needs like housing loans, as it does 
today, without having to maintain 
its own army of officials to adminis- 
ter the funds. By the same token, 
the ministry should stop eee Εὰ aid 
to immigrant associations, since this 
creates a conflict of interest. 


THE AGENCY asm’: ciade a blind 
commitment to transfer its absorp- 
tion services to the government, and 
wants the government to fulfil sever- 
al conditions before it gives final 
approval to the deal. The Agency 
would be shirking its duty to the 
olim if it allowed the transfer to take 
place without assuring the 
following: 

An advisory council on absorp- 
. tion should be set up to serve as a 
public watchdog on the governmen- 
tal agencies providing services to 
olim. This body should include rep- 
resentatives of the Agency, immi- 


all sorts of reasons why such a body 
is not needed. But since olim have 
no natural allies in the political sys- 
tem, they need the public support 
that would be provided by thi 
council. 

Intensive efforts should be made 
to reorganize and improve the quality 
of absorption services provided by 
the government. The Absorption 
Ministry, no doubt mindful of its 
many deficiencies in this sphere, bas 
annbunced its intention to overhaul 
its local bureaus that maintain direct 
contact with olim.

SECRET. ARY OF State George 
Shultz's letter to Prime Minister 
Shamir was drafted with meticulous 
care after extensive talks with Israeli 
and Arab leaders and deliberations 
with ambassadors and advisers.

In fact, on This is the Tone we 
heard from Dr. Arik Carmon about 
the’ Teluctance of the Ministry of 
Education to allow the teaching of 
civics and ethical attitudes.

Captain 
Avi Cohen

tire timetable. The pace is rapid but 
the timetable is not necessarily rigid. 


THE NEGOTIATIONS are to be in 
two stages: first on a transitional 
arrangement and then on the final 
status. But final status negotiations 
are not conditional upon the suc- 
cessful conclusion of the transitional 
negotiations or upon the implemen- 
tation of a transitional arrangment. 
The final status is, therefore, of par- 
amount importance, while the tran- 
sitional arrangement is secondary. 
Under the logic of the Shultz letter, 
it is not inconceivable to skip the 
transitional stage and proceed im- 
mediately to the final status 
negotiations. ι ᾿ 

The proposed international con- 
ference is on the pattern of the con- 
ference agreed upon in the Hussein- 
Peres agreement of April 1987 -- the 
negotiations will be bilateral; the 
conference will not be able to im- 
pose solutions or velo agreements 
reached during bilateral negotia- 
tions. There is an innovation in the 
letter which was absent from the 
Hussein-Peres agreement: “The 
parties to each bilateral negotiation 
may refer reports on the status of 
their negotiations to the conference, 
in a matter to be agreed.” 

Could this phrase open the way 
for intervention by the conference in 
the course of the negotiations? It 
seems that there is nothing in this 
phrase which would enable the re- 
moval of negotiations, at any stage, 
from the bilateral forum to the con- 
ference. The wording of the phrase 
is rather obscure, perhaps deliber- 
ately so. It is not clear whether each 
of the parties to the bilateral negoti- 
ations may report to the conference 
or whether this can only be done by 
both parties jointly. It is not clear 
what the meaning is of “in a manner 
to be agreed.” Will reporting to the 
conference not be possible unless 
both parties agree on the manner of 
such reporting? 

Whatever the exact meaning of 
this phrase may be, it is an addition 
which might have been avoided had 
the Hussein-Peres agreement been 
adopted. 

The United States does not con- 
fine its role to that of one of the 
permanent members of the Security 
Council. It reserves unto itself an 
active rote which it has no intention 
of sharing with the Soviet Union or 
with any other member. The letter 
says that, “The United States will 
participate in both negotiations 
(i.e., those for a transitional ar- 
rangement and those on the final 
status) and will promote their rapid 
conclusion.” Both negotiations will 
be bilateral, between Israel on the 
one hand and a Jordanian-Palestin- 
ian delegation on the other hand, 
and the parties “will determine the 
procedure and agenda of their nego- 
tiations.” The United States will, 
therefore, be a full partner to all 
negotiations in all their stages while 
the Soviet Union and the other 
members of. the Security Council 
will be kept out. 

Resolution 242 is referred to in 
the letter in several contexts. There 
is a statement that the negotiations 
will be based on Resolutions 242 
and 338 “in all their parts”; and then 
again that the negotiations will be 


based “on all the provisions and 


Principles” of Resolution 242. Both 
references are taken verbatim from 
the Camp David Accord in order to 
emphasize that Israel is only re- 
quired to accept Resolution 242 in 
exactly the same context in which it 
was already accepted by prime min- 
ister Menachem Begin. 

Resolution 242 is also referred to 
in another context: “All participants 
in the conference must accept Reso- 
lutions 242 and 338 and renounce 
violence and terrorism." This 
phrase, taken verbatim from the 
Hussein-Peres agreement, is de- 
signed to keep the PLO out of the 
conference as long as it does not 
satisfy these basic American 
conditions. 


ISRAEL AND the Arab countries 
have always differed on the meaning 
of Resolution 242. Israel's position 
is that the resolution requires with- 
drawal of Israeli forces from some of 
the territories occupied in the 1967 
war, while the Arabs maintain that 
what the resolution requires is with- 
drawal from aif of the territories.

But the principle that the withdraw- 
al provision of Resolution 242 ap- 
plies to the West Bank and Gaza has 
not been the subject of controversy. 

Prime Minister Shamir's present 
contention that Resolution 242 does 
not require any withdrawal from the 

vWest Bank and Gaza is not only 
controversial but is also an insult to 
the intelligence of any person who is 
familiar with the Arab-israeli con- 
flict since the Six Day War, or with 
the basic texts and with the back- 
ground of the resolution. 

On August 4, 1970 Menachem 
Begin, then in the opposition, spoke 
in the Knesset in the debate on the 
Rogers Initiative. He gave the ac- 
ceptance by the government of Res- 
olution 242 as the main reason for 
his party's departure from the gov- 
ernment of national unity that exist- 
ed then. Here is what he said: 

“From our point of view, from the 
point of view of *Gahal’ (The Herut- 
Liberal Bloc, the predecessor of the 
Likud), what is the meaning of the 
words ‘withdrawal from territories 
occupied in the 1967 conflict,” when 
we put our signature on that paper 
together with the signature of His 
Majesty Hussein? The giving up of 
Judea and Samaria. Not ail the terri- 
tories of Judea and Samaria, but 
certainly most of them.” 

Does Mr. Shamir maintain now 
that Mr. Begin misundertood Reso- 
lution 242 and that he led his party 
out of the national unity govern- 
ment on the basis of a misconceived 
interpretation of that resolution? If 
Mr. Begin correctly understood the 
resolution, then Mr. Shamir’s pre- 
sent contention is totally 
unfounded. 

In this matter, Mr. Shamir stands 
completely alone in the entire 
world, even among the staunchest 
friends of Israel. 

This is evident from the letter of 
the 30 senators to the secretary of 
state. These are not just 30 out of 
100 members of the U.S. Senate. 
They are the outstanding friends of 
Israel who have always stood by it in 
times of crisis. They say they are 
“dismayed” by Mr. Shamir's inter- 
pretation of Resolution 242. There 
Is an undercurrent of shock and 

τ concern. On other issues -- 
withdrawal from some, not from all, 
the territories, or opposition to ne- 
gotiating with the PLO - they con- 
tinue to support Israel's traditional 
positions. But on the meaning of 
Resolution 242 - land for peace -- 
they are adamant. - 

One can speculate on the question 
of what the situation might be today 
if the U.S. administration had 
adopted the Hussein-Peres agree- 
ment in April-May 1987 and had 
acted on it with the same determina- 
tion which it has now. Unfortunate- 
ly, the administration adopted an 
‘ambiguous and alae position 
which encow τι Shamir in his 
opposition to the international con- 
ference. If the administration had 
firmly supported the Hussein-Peres 
agreement, we might now be in the 
midst, or at least in the initial stages, 
of the peace process and the violent 
riots in the occupied territories 
might have been prevented. Neither 
Mr. Shamir nor Mr. Shultz can be 
relieved of their share of responsi- 
bility in this matter. 

In his accompanying letter, the 
secretary of state says: “I look for- 
ward to the letter of reply of the 
government of Israel in confirma- 
tion of the statement of understand- 
ings. I have requested this response 
by mid-March.” 

One should note that Mr. Shultz 
does not request a reaction from the 
government of Israel or comments 
or counterproposals from it. He 
does not even request a “yes” or 
“no” answer by mid-March. What 
he requests is a confirmation of the 
statements contained in his letter. 

Israel is, of course, a sovereign 
state. The government of Israel is 
free to disregard the secretary's let- 
ter or to disregard his request for a 
reply by mid-March or to reply as it 
sees fit. But the government should 
prepare its reply with Mr. Shultz’s 
Tequest in mind: Any reply other 
than a confirmation of the contents 
of the Shultz letter as “an integral 
whole” — including a failure to reply 
at all — will, in the eyes of the secre- 
tary of state, be tantamount to a 
negative response.

But there was laughter in the 
hearing room when he pointed out 
that The Times got “scooped by The 
Jerusalem Post,” which published 
the letter earlier in the week. 

In to a question, Shultz 
replied with a firm “No” when 
Democratic Representative David 
Obey of Wisconsin, the subcommit- 
tee chairman, asked whether Jordan 
was now demanding separate repre- 
sentation for the PLO at an interna- 
tional conference. 

Shultz said there “are many fac- 
tions in the PLO,” something that is 
quite apparent in reading the “intel- 
ligence about it — you see 8 many- 
faceted organization.” 

But he noted that PLO chairman 
Yasser Arafat's most recent state- 
ments remained contradictory “on 
all sides of things at the same time.” 

The secretary said it was not “‘re- 
alistic” to insist that the Soviet 
Union formally re-establish diplo- 
matic relations with Israel as a pre- 
condition to its participation in an 
international conference. ‘Howev- 
er,” he added, “I have told the Sovi- 
ets, and I believe this is so. that 
whether they come to a conference 
or not, they cannot expect to play a 
genuinely involved role in Middle 
East affairs as long as they treat 
Soviet Jewry as they do. as long as 
they have the restrictions on immi- 
gration that they have, and as long 
as they fail to establish full diplo- 
matic relations with Israel. And 
that's just the fact of the matter.” 

Shultz sought to explain why it 
was so important for Israel “to take 
advantage of any opportunity there 
may be for peace.” 

He noted that Israel would gain a 
“very large benefit" from a more 
stable, peaceful environment in the 
region. “And Israel would benefit 
greatly from that, and from a reduc- 
tion in the burden of defence that it 


carries. as wel] a5 a more open eco- 
nomic situation potentially,” he 
added, “So there are great potential 
fruits that could be gained.” 

With peace, he said, the military 
burden facing Israel would ease. “I 
mean, you just look at the burden 
they carry in proportion to their 
size, and it isn’t only the amount of 
money but the people who have to 
serve and are on call and so on, and 
the disruption to their lives that are 
involved in that. So it's a huge 
effort.” : 

Referring to the 1.5 million Pales- 
tinian Arabs Jiving in the territories, 
Shultz said that Israel also “needs to 
focus on the fact that there is ἃ very 
large, clearly ticking demographic 
time bomb” in the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. The secretary spoke of 
the “many, many people who are 
disenfranchised and who are there. 

“And in some manner or anoth- 
er.” he continued, “that problem 
must be dealt with: it cannot be 
ignored.” 

Thus, he said. “peaceful moves 
toward peace that will grapple with 
that problem successfully are very 
important. It has to be done. The 
longer it goes unattended, the more 
difficult it will be." 

Shultz noted that “the stakes are 
very high and I know the people in 
the region are more aware of it even 
than we are.” He insisted that “the 
desire for peace is quite tangible. 
and I hope that in one way or anoth- 


er we'll be able to make progress.”

in Jerusalem said yesterday that the 
fate of Shamir’s visit to Washington 
next week might hinge on American 
willingness to provide Israe] with 
guarantees concerning the interna- 
tional conference and the substance 
of the final settlement. 

Such guarantees, which have 
been under discussion between Isra- 
el and the U.S. at various levels for 
more than a year, would include 
American commitments that the in- 
ternational conference would not be 
able to interfere in any way in the 
bilateral talks. They would also 
commit the U.S. to oppose substan- 
tive settlements which are opposed 
by the Israeli political consensus and 
would offer substantial upgrades in 
aid and strategic cooperation. 

The sources also said that there 
are increasing signs from Western 
diplomatic sources that Jordan's 
King Hussein has accepted the 
American proposals in principle.

At first there were 
about 10 of us, then we were joined 
by people from Kiryat Arba. We 
threw stones at them, and fired in 
the air. If we would not have 
stopped them on the hillside, they 
would have gotten to the Avraham 
Avinu synaogugue, and perpetrated 
a massacre of Jews: men, women 
and children.” 

But other settler Jeaders dis- 
agreed with Levinger, and said that 
though rioters had shouted and bar- 
ricaded roads, they had not come 
close to Jewish areas.

The Jerusalem Post has learned 
that in a last ditch. but unsuccessful, 
effort to try to salvage the trade 
protocols, Agriculture . Minister 
Arye Nehamkin agreed on Sunday 
for the first time to allow West Bank 
exporters to market agricultural 
products in Europe through an inde- 
pendent company. 

Officials in Jerusalem said last 
night that if Nehamkin had agreed 
to this arrangement six months ago, 
the trade protocols would already 
have been ratified, as was intimated 
repeatedly by EC officials. 

Nebamkin told a gathering of 
flower rs in Beer Tuvia yester- 
day that “were it not for the distur- 
bances in the territories, it is 100 per 
cent certain that we would have the 
protocols in our hands today.” 


Because they have not been rati- 
fied, Israeli farmers pay duties of 17 
per cent on their Bower exports to 
the EC, compared to 10 per cent by 
the Spanish. The Agriculture Minis- 
try estimates that the 17 per cent 
duty will cost the Israel: flower 
growers over $6 million this season. 

Arye Zaeff. the mimistry’s deputy 
director-general for foreign trade. 
said yesterday that Israel will 
counter by not cutting duties on car 
imports from Spain and textile im- 
ports from Portugal. These duties 
were to have been reduced by the 
protocols. 

The protocols would also have 
provided Israel with 63 million Eu- 
ropean Currency Units ($77 m.) in 
European Investment Bank loans. 

It was unclear last night what 
steps Israel would take to try to get 
the protocols ratified, but diplomat- 
ic sources in Strasbourg said that 
Israel would have to repeat the pro- 
tracted and complicated negotia- 
tions, which could take several 
years.

Grajewski suspects that support 
has dropped for the Ethiopian 
broadcasts because, unlike all other 
foreign language transmissions, they 
are solely for the local immigrant 
population. Russian, on the other 
hand, is broadcast for 35 minutes ἃ 
day in Israel and six hours a day to 
the Soviet Union. Spanish is broad- 
cast for 15 minutes a day in Israel 
and beamed abroad for 95 minutes 
each day. Yiddish is more balanced 
with 45 minutes a day here and 45 
minutes of daily overseas broad- 
casts. All foreign language broad- 
casts are irectly or indi- 
rectly by the Jewish Agency. 

Israe} Radio has been carrying the 
Amharic broadcasts for six months 
without outside financing. If the Is- 


rael Broadcasting Authority were in 
a better financial position. Gra- 
jewski says, it would probably con- 
tinue to carry the broadcasts indefi- 
nitely, but as things stand, it cannot. 

The Ethiopian department has 
appealed to the Jewish Agency, the 
Absorption Ministry and the Knes- 
set Immigration and Absorption 
Committee to save the Amharic 
broadcasts before they are taken off 
the air. 

Reaction, according to Elazar, 
has been largely sympathetic. No 
one wants to see an end to the 
broadcasts, but no one has come up 
with the money to keep them 
Operating.

The health crisis 


Setting Priorities 


THE CURRENT crisis in the health 
services is not unique to Israel, but 
is a world-wide phenomena. Every- 
where, the costs of the medical ser- 
vices are soaring and questions are 
being raised about the future. The 
principle of egalitarian medical ser- 
vices, one of the basic premises of 
the welfare state, is being ques- 
tioned ποῖ only in Israel but around 
the world. 

A pr-up of experts recently ad- 
dressed themselves to those prob- 
lems under the auspices of the 
Workshop for Probiems of the 
Economy at the Van Leer Institute 
in Jerusalem. The team, headed by 
Ariel Arieli, submitted its report 
several weeks ago with formal rec- 
ommendations for a basic reorgani- 
zation of the health services, its 
goals and its financing. 

The strongest part of the report 
deals with organization. The team 
recommends looking at the problem 
not only from the point of view of 
“medical services,” which include 
curative and preventive medicine, 
but also from the perspective of 
“health services,” defined ia the 
broadest possible way. Such health 
services would include not only 


insurance companies to cover the 
τοδί of modern, expensive treat- 
ment. The state budget should cover 
the health costs of “the needy.” 

This again is a problematic recom- 
mendation. It raises the need to de- 
fine “needy,” and opens the way for 
arbitrariness, The Treasury. for ex- 
ample. would probably not put 
young families in the needy group, 
despite the fact that young families 
with children are among the most 
intensive users of health services. 
On the other hand. those included 
would be automatically marked by a 
social stigma. They would be de- 
fined as “needy. 

The nom-egalitarian emphasis of 
the report is also seen in its recom- 
mendations regarding private medi- 
cine. The report stresses that private 
medicine cannot replace public 
health services. Nevertheless. it per- 
ceives private medicine as a positive 
development, although is strongly 
criticizes “black medicine” prac- 
stices, such as the use of public 
hospital facilities for private treat- 
ment by doctors who receive under- 
the-table payments. The committee 
recommends that private medicine 
be organized.

Such problems, the team says, 

should be tackled within new institu- 
tional arrangements. The Health 
Ministry should coordinate the car- 
tying out of these functions by the 
relevant government ministries, and 
should give them the highest prior- 
ty. 
SETTING of priorities is one issue 
raised by the report. Since the funds 
available are limited, the report 
states. priorities need to be defined. 
In a list of seven priorities, these 
“other” health services appear in 
first place. Assuring proper hospital 
services is the lowest priority. 


The team justified such a choice 
by saying that in the long run, more 
lives will be saved by dealing with 
the quality of nutrition and of urban 
life and by investing in preventive 
medicine, than by spending money 
on hospital services. Concentratin; πᾷ 
funding on hospital services woul 
mean focusing resources on treat- 
ment for a smal] number of people. 


Arieli and his tearn insist that this 
will not mean lowering present stan- 
dards at the hospitals. On the con- 

. they maintain, management

But the report recommends not 
expanding costly hospital treatment, 
as long as no sources of financing 
are available. ᾿ 

The problem is that this opens the 
door to widely differing types of 
medical services provided to differ- 
ent groups in society. For those with 
money, getting expensive treatment 
will always be possible. Where there 
is demand, supply will be forthcom- 
ing. But other taxpayers will get 
fewer services from the hospitals. 


THE TEAM is fully aware of the 
problems posed by soaring costs to 
egalitarian health services. Its basic 
premise is that it is impossible to 
sustain an egalitarian system with 
dwindling resources. 

It is for this reason that the team 
recommends introducing user 
charges in hospitals, if no other way 
of financing soaring costs is found. 
The team also proposes expanding 
health insurance schemes by private 
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Thus the report proposes to intro- 
duce user charges, to organize pri- 
vate medicine, to utilize private 
health insurance schemes and to 
fimit the availability of modern 
treatment to those who can pay. 


THE RESULT of all these mea- 
Sures would be the creation of two 
classes of medical services. Medical 
services for the "needy" would ai- 
ways depend on the budget. The ser- 


vices themselves would be “needy.” 


The report is right in stressing 
preventive medicine and in its call 
for broadly defined health services. 
But this should not be at the ex- 
pense of hospital services. 


The problem of resources should 
not be resolved within the frame- 
work of the existing resources for 
health services. Priorities for the en- 
tire budget should be determined in 
which the social services get a much 
Jarger share of total resources. 


Regarding the other services, cu- 
rative and preventive, the team 
strongly emphasizes the need for de- 
centralization ~ both of hospital ser- 
vices and of community oriented 
preventive services. The Heaith 
Ministry should not manage hospi- 
tals, directly or indirectly, but 


uid serve as a policy centre to | 


coordinate and manage the system 
of providing curative and preventive 
health services. 

The report correctly points out 
that there is a strong need to reorga- 
nize thé work of the health fund's 
neighbourhood clinics, to convert 
them into autonomous units which 
would be community oriented. At 
the centre of such clinics there 
should be “family doctors” who re- 
ceive proper training for that type of 
work. The clinics should serve as 
centres where hospital doctors 
would be able to “reach out.” 

Thar may be the most interesting 
proposal discussed in the report. It 
appears to be one of the most effec- 
tive ways of containing costs in- 
creases in the health services, while 
utilizing preventive medical 
Services. 

The crisis in the health services is 
very real. By addressing the most 
pressing issues, the Arieli team has 
Oia ore a real public service. 

ile one need not endorse all the 
recommendations, the proposals 
could be helpful in improving the 
health services, especially given the 
present state of confusion in Israel 
and many other Wester countries.

“WHAT DO you want from me?” a 
plant manager at the Beit Shemesh 
poultry slaughterhouse snaps impa- 
tiently over the phone.

Off Yerushalayim, one of the 
country’s largest slaughterhouses, is 
by no means the only member of the 
food industry to suffer the side-éf- 
fects of three months of distur- 
bances in the territories. 

Probably more than most other 
sectors in the economy, the food 
industry has been feeling the pinch 
hard. For some companies, the high 
absentee rate among Arab employ- 
ees has reduced capacity and out- 
put. creating difficulties in fulfilling 
supply commitments, For dthers 
the loss of traditional markets in the 
territories, as a result of ongoing 
commercial strikes there, has taken 
a big toll on sales tumover. An off- 
shoot of this problem has been the 
payment difficulties encountered by 
gr aceye! agents in the territories. 

Food industry executives have at- 
tempted to play down these prob- 
lems, apparently so that they will 
not worry their customers and not 
give their competitors any cause for 
celebration. 

“There is an effect, but it’s not 
major.” says Meir Shani. managing- 
director of Elite Chocolate and 
Sweets, which sells about seven per 
cent of its total production in the 
territories. He estimates that the 
overall resultant sales drop over the 
past several months has been about 
two per cent although, he notes, it 
fluctuates from week to week. Elite 
has also encountered the problem of 
Arab workers not coming in from 
the territories — they make up about 
12 per cent of the firm’s 3,000-strong 
workforce - but, "We are overcom- 
ing it.” Shani asserts. 

Smalier manufacturers of sweets, 
which are not as export-oriented as 
Elite and rely more heavily on the

, Our masochistic Jewish character 
is our Achilles heel. We create a 
huge fass about things even before 
they have harmed us, and we are 
perpetual pessimists. For several 
weeks, a few people who call them- 
selves analysts have claimed we are 
facing a recession. Some have a very 
politica! reason for plunging us into 
desperation, they hope economic 
difficulties will act as a stimulus for 
the peace-making process.

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The fighting Mr. Shamir 


TAKING his cue from a Herut mentor and Likud predecessor 
of his, Premier Yitzhak Shamir has now declared war on the 


Not being Menachem Begin, Mr. Shamir did not tell George 
Shultz to his face during their several recent meetings in 
Jerusalem what he could do with his plan, and that Israel was 
not America’s vassal. Nor did he make his declaration of war 
on the pian from the rostrum of the Knesset, where he would 
have run the risk of being heckled by political opponents. The 
premier’s chosen forum was that of the Likud parliamentary 
faction. There, his characterisation of the officiat American 
plan as “surrender to terrorism, violence and pressure” was 
certain to draw nothing but applause. 

Early next week the premier will be travelling to the U.S. to 
fight off not Mr. Shultz alone but President Ronald Reagan 
himself, and to continue his fight on the streets of New York 
and the beaches of Los Angeles against the deadliest threat 
ever to Herut’s fondest historical dream, a Jewish state stretch- 


His hope is evidently that the administration will be duly 
pummelled by his superior argument into beating a retreat 
from its scheme, even if without admitting defeat. And that 
the traditional friends of Israel in the Congress, who are now 
surprisingly backing the administration's initiative, will 
promptly see the light and help him in persuading the presi- 
dent and the secretary to mend their ways.

Let there be a law 


THE complaint is not infrequently aired, and with some 
justification, that the many-volumed Laws of Israe) are 
crammed full with outworn, unusable and unnecessary pieces 
of legistation the right place for which is the so-called garbage 
heap of history. What is rather less often noticed, and pointed 
out, is that important areas of life in this country remain to this 
day unregulated, or at least not properly regulated, by law. 

The mayor of Kiryat Ata, Ya’acov Ben-Daniel, drew atten- 
tion to one such area at a press conference this week. 

As the elected head of a town in the Haifa Bay area which is 
the site of Israel’s largest petroteum storage depot, Mr. Ben- 
Danie} was for several years engaged in a strenuous effort to 
induce the gas companies, notably Pazgas, to make their “tank 
farm” safe, meaning as immune to a fire as possible. Since a 
small-town mayor has little “carrot” available for use in achiev- 
ing that purpose, Mr. Ben-Danie] looked for assistance to the 
jaw. But the municipal by-law on which be could fall back 
allowed the mayor only to cancel the companies’ business 
licenses, as though they were — the analogy is Mr. Ben- 
Daniel's own -- an unhygienic foodstore. 

He did that two years ago, but the gas companies went to 
court and obtained a stay of execution, which is still in force. 

Still in force: although it is now nearly six weeks since the 
horrendous fire that broke out at the depot threatening the 
entire surrounding area, and which the Lapidot Commission 
has put down to inexcusable negligence by all concerned. If 
radical corrective measures are not taken, and without delay, 
chances are that a similar fire might break out at the Kiryat 
Ata depot, or at a gas storage centre at some other location. 

Which corrective measures? Mr. Ben-Daniel, in effect 
reciting the major reconunendation of the Lapidot Comnuis- 
sion, has the answer ready. There ought to be a nasfonal law 
thrusting on a specific national organ of government, such as 
the Energy Ministry, the duty and the power of the gas 
companies to keep their depots safe. 

"The fact that there is still no such law on the books, or even 
in the works, is a direct result of the party-fiefdom structure of 
Israel's polity which all too often makes it impossible for 
politicians to agree on which ministry will be responsible for 
which area of the nation’s life. But that difficulty does not 
render the reckless disregard of the public's safety, as demon- 
strated in the Kiryat Ata fire, any fess of a national scandal.
